A General Bailrwd War. 


It is the opinion of the Chicago Timt* 


that1 a. railroad war of unprecedented 
magnitude looms up on the horicoa. 
An agreement was made last year that 
the Burlington road should abstain 
from building to Denver and the Wa- 
bash and Union Pacific should keep 
out of the Nebraska and Iowa territory 
of the Burlington. Since that date the 
Wabash has made its entry into Des 
Heine*, and Gould is arranging to ex- 
tend the Missouri Facile to Omaha. 
The result of several conferences at the 
Burlington headquarters was a notice to 
the Gould lines that the compact was 
dissolved by bad faith. 
(3ould then 


threatened 10 run the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Trxss road into Chicago by a 
parallel line from Quiney. Next came 
the Santa Fe road with a protest against 
the extension of the Burlington track 
into Denver. Another firebrand was a 
movement by Gould toward an alliance 
of the Atchisos, Texas Pacific, and 
Union Pacific interests against the 
Ceatral and Southern Pacific. President 
Hantington then pledged himself to 
extend the Central Pacific to Yankton, 
ahemld Gould carry out bis plans. The 
latest scheme is one for an alliance be- 
tweea the Burlington, BJo Grande and 
Central Pacific roads against Gould and 
bis copartners, for which negotiations 
are said to be in progress. The Rock 
Island and Northwestern roads have 
each a large interest in the Denver traf- 
fic, and must take sides in the contro- 
versy. 


The I'resiaYelN Mother. 


Captain Henry, marshal or the Dis- 


trict of Columbia, and an intimate friend 
of the president, who has jut returned 
from Ohio, and has spent a good deal 
of time with Mrs. Garfield, the presi- 
dent's mother, says of her : 


"The president's mother baa shown 


wonderful fortitude in this matter. She 
has never lost faith in her son's recov- 
ery, bas never given up hope.

She has never said a word about Gui- 
teau, and has never uttered a word in 
regard to the crime, or spoken of the 
penalty that ought to be meted out to 
the man who had so cruelly wronged 
her son. 


"She was very proud of the letter 


written to her by the president the oth- 
er day, and has shown it to every one 
who called. She had not heard of this 
relapse when 1 came away, and she was, 
therefore, much more hopeful than she 
is probably at this time. Judge Pardee 
and I drove over to see her a few days 
ago, and she expressed then a firm be- 
lief that James was on the road to re- 
covery. She has a great many visitors, 
rather more than she ought under the 
present conditions to have, but every- 
body in that section knows Grandma 
Qarfield, and all come to see her." 


Silver coins-Putting u Stop 
to Punching. 


An abuse has grown up of late, espe- 


cially in the west, that the treasury de- 
partment will devise some means to 
discourage at an early day. It appears 
that many persons engaged in trade 
have established a custom of punching 
boles in fractional coins. It is believed 
that they take in the pieces in perfect 
condition, punch out a small portion, 
and pass them again. To such an ex- 
tent is this abuse practiced in some lo- 
calities that the banks have made com- 
plaint and have adopted measures to 
check it by establishing rates of dis- 
count for defaced coins. The custom 
is to allow but 5 cents for the punched 
10 cent pieces, 15 to 20 cents for the 
quarters, and about 40 cents for the 
half dollars. The treasury department 
will probably advise the public to refuse 
these coins whenever offered to them, 
as the most effectual means of stopping 
this species of vandalism. Any person 
may refuse to take a coin with a hole 
punched in it on the ground that its 
value is not what it was when issued 
and stamped by the government. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20. — Dr. Boyn- 


ton, who came out of the president's 
room at 3:30 this afternoon, said to an 
associated press reporter, there is no 
truth in the report that the object of 
introducing the tube into the wound to 
such a depth was for the purpose of 
reaching for a supposed pus accumula- 
tion. While washing out the wound 
yesterday, the surgeons found there was 
so longer any resistance to the presence 
of the tube, and they therefore let it 
go in as far as it would, and to a depth 
of eleven inches, and afterwards twelve 
inches. Healthy pus is never absorbed 
and cannot be absorbed, consequently 
there can be no foundation to the the- 
ory that the depth of the wound would 
indicate that the pus had been absorb- 
ed. The introduction of the tube to so 
great a depth gives no further evidence 
as to the location of the ball. The 
tube was a flexible rubber catheter used 
in washing out the wonnd,and one could 
tell in a general way the direction which 
it took through the body; that the di- 
rection waj forward and downward to 
the lowest point in the anterior wall of 
the abdomen wbere the ball has always 
been supposed to lie. Nothing new was 
ascertained. 
The surgeons think it 


possible that the ball has moved down- 
ward since it first lodged in the abdo- 
men walls. It is not certain. 
They 


regard this opening up of the wound as 
favorable. It is better to have a wound 
open throughout than closed or ob- 
structed in the middle. It can now be 
gotten at and cleaned thoroughly. In 
fast, this recent exploration shows no 
unfavorable symptoms, but to the con- 
trary. The president swallowed about 
three teaspoonfnls of beefsteak juice to- 
day, and baa also taken more milk gruel 
this afternoon. 


The swelling of the parotid gland is 


only half size and ia slowly diminishing.

Nutritive enemata are 
still cuccensfully given, bntjat longer 
intervals. His pulse ii now 107, tem- 
perature 98.4, and respiration 18. At 
the morning dressing the wound was 
looking well, and the pus discharged 
waa of a healthy character. After the 
operation ot August 8, a flexible tube 
to wash out the wound at each dressing 
readily followed the track of the ball to 
the depth of three and a half to four 
inches. At the dressings, however, a 
small quantity of healthy pus came, as 
was believed, from the part of the track 
beyond this point, either spontaneously 
or after gentle pressure over the interior 
surface ot the iliac region, but this 
deeper part of the track was not reached 
by the tube until yesterday morning 
when a separation of slough permitted 
it to pass undisturbed downward and 
forward for a distance of twelve and 
one-half inches from the external sur- 
face of the last incision. This facili- 
tates the drainage and cleansing of the 
deeper parts of the wound, but has not 
been followed by any increase of the 
quantity of pus discharged. The large 
pus cavity which had formed in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the broken rib is 
filling up with healthy granulations, 
and the original entrance of wound as 
far as that cavity has healed.

tives of the press, Bliss said Dr. Ham- 
ilton thought the end of the tube, when 
inserted twelve and one-half inches 
lacked about three inches of reaching 
the ball, and (he intervening space had 
healed. In his (Bliss') opinion, the 
distance from the end of the tube 16 
the ball was not so great. 


Dr. Bliss emphatically denied the re- 


port that the president was troubled 
with bed sores, and said that the presi- 
dent has not on his body a single sore, 
swelling or abrasion of any kind, with 
the exception of the swelling under the 
ear, caused by the inflammation of the 
parotid, and the womnds in the back 
caused by the bullet and knife. 


The inflammation of the parotid has 


not, be said, diminished much since 
yesterday. The swelling of the sur- 
rounding parts has subsided, so that the 
expression is again natural, but the 
gland itself is still troublesome. Scat- 
tering applications of collodion and 
iodoform have been used, but it is im- 
possible yet to say if suppuration can 
be prevented. Meantime the patient 
suffers somewhat from stiffness of the 
jaw, and the accumulation of phlegm 
in his throat. The fever in bis opinion 
is not of an intermittent type, and not 
influenced by malaria. 
Concluding, 


Dr. Bliss said the whole question of 
the future of the president's case de- 
pends now upon the stomach. If it 
can receive and assimilate food enough 
to supply the present drain upon the 
system, and enable the patient to icgain 
strength, he will stand a chance of re- 
covery. On the contrary, if it 4)6001068 
intolerant of nourishment and refuses 
for any length of time to receive food, 
the consequences may be fatal.

present the indications are that the 
stomach is recovering tone, and upon 
this tact, be said, we base our hopeful 
anticipations.

suppuration, he will feel much relieved 
He thinks the patient is taking suffi- 
cient nourishment to build up on, and 
barring farther complications, he con- 
siders the outlook as a little more en- 
couraging. The doctor was asked if ii 
was not a well established theory that 
when irritation presented itself ia the 
form of a swelling, relief always follows 
suppuration. He admitted that such 
was ordinarily true, bat in the presl 
dent's condition suppuration is not de- 
sired said he, because of the possible 
injury which might follow. 


"What ia the nature of the injurj 


feared from suppuration of the gland ?' 


In reply, the doctor said: ft is im- 


possible to say where it would end 
should suppuration set in; that It would 
be-possible for the inflammation to ex- 
tend to the interior of the ear and de- 
stroy that organ. It might seriously 
affect the bones of the face in the vicin- 
ity of the irritation, and farther than 
that there might be danger of the im 
pure matter gathered about the gland,, 
penetrating the brain, and in addition 
to these risks it would be a considerable 
tax on the little strength the president 
has left. The doctor considered the 
glandnUr complication the most serious 
feature of the case at the present time. 


Since the issuance of the evening 


bulletin the scenes at the mansion and 
on the streets have materially changed. 
The announcement of the president's 
having vomited twice this afternoon 
created great uneasiness throughout the 
oity, and people are gathered about the 
bulletin boards in an excited manner. 
At the mansion there was a noticeable 
feeling of apprehension, bat the state- 
ment of the attending surgeons that 
the vomiting was not occasioned by gas- 
tric disturbances of the stomach has 
been accepted as less serious than if 
that organ had refused to perform its 
functions. 


This is the explanation of the vomit- 


ing given by Dr. Bliss. 
It appears, 


contrary to the impressions which pre- 
vailed up to G o'clock, that there was 
vomiting daring the afternoon. At that 
time the patient experienced eonnidera 
ble difficulty with phlegm, which had 
been secreted in the tbroat,and exertion 
to raise it excited the stomach to such 
an extent that vomiting ensued. This 
was some time after the last portion of 
nourishment had bean natural!? admin- 
istered, so the theory that it was caused 
by phlegm in the throat is very gener- 
ally accepted. 


Dr. Boynton in conversation this 


evening states that the president has 
taken no nourishment since the first 
vomiting. He says further that the 
president's stomach is weaker to-day 
than it was yesterday, and that while 
the case looks rather discouraging to- 
night, he hopes and has reason to be- 
lieve that the morning will bring an 
improvement. 
"If it does not,'' the 


doctor said, "I shall feel very much 
discouraged and extremely aniions."

ident has septicaemia ?"
